After two years and $1 75 million, yet another 
government study commission has 
plunked 
down yet another hefty report on the desks of the 
nation’s lawmakers. 
For a change, it was time and money well 
spent — or will be if the report meets with a 
better fate than the usual file and forget 
The report of the Privacy Protection Study 
Commission deals with a subject which, thanks 
to the computer and computer systems, is 
becoming of increasing concern to Am ericans: 
Sim ply, 
the 
protection 
of 
their 
individual 
privacy. 
To give an indication of the scope of the 
problem, last year 97 agencies of the federal 
government maintained 6,753 “ personal data 
systems” containing nearly four billion in­ 
dividual records. That’s equivalent to nearly 20 
items of data on every man, woman and child in 
the country. 
Untold billions of other records have been 
accumulated in the private sector, chiefly in the 
areas of credit, 
employment, 
medical 
an- 
dinsurance information. 
The 650-page report of the privacy commission 
contains no less than 162 recommendations for 
new federal and state laws and voluntary actions 
to asure the right of an individual to know what 
information is being kept on him to give him 
some control over it and some recourse in case it 
is misused. 
It would be nice if the entire issue would be 
wrapped up in one single piece of legislation, but 
the elements involved are so complex and many- 
layered that they can only be attacked law by 
law. 
A questionable point is the commission’s 


urging that an independent federal agency be 
created to oversee privacy rule-making and 
enforcement. 
L e t’s try the specific law versus specific abuse 
approach 
first 
before 
adding 
yet 
another 
bureaucratic tier to the federal establishment. 
The privacy commission report has certainly 
given Congress enough specifics to chew on for a 
long time to come. 
Soft Criminals? 


The F B I reports the crim e rate in the United 
States dropped by nine per cent in the first three 
months of this year, compared with the same 
period in 1976. 
It was the biggest quarterly drop since the F B I 
began issuing reports 19 years ago. 
Not coincidentally, it also was the coldest 
quarter in more than 19 years. 
Noting that the sharpest drops in crim es oc­ 
curred in January and in regions hardest hit by 
the winter, the bureau theorizes cold weather 
could have discouraged crim inals from ven­ 
turing out to burglarize, mug, steal, murder, etc. 
Are we becoming a nation of softies?

To many citizens the Social 
Security System is an often- 
criticize d 
and 
m ysterious 
bureaucracy. 
It 
taxes 
wage 
earners to support those who do 
not work ana penalizes benefi­ 
ciaries who want to work 
And it isn’t a dole or other 
form of government handout. It 
is 
an 
earned 
right. 
Social 
Security at its inception was 
originally planned to give eld­ 
erly Americans an income base 
for retirement 
Today nearly every Am er­ 
ican fam ily is affected in some 
way of other by Social Security; 
either 
as 
a 
beneficiary; 
a 
worker who contributes from 
his wages; the disabled; and 
the widows and children of per* 
sons who were 
covered 
by 
Social Security. 
Ninety-three 
per cent of the almost 22 million 
Senior Citizens are eligible for 
Social Security, but it is esti­ 
mated by the Bureau of Census 
that in 1980 there will be 24 
million, and early in the 21st 
century more than 40 million 
elderly citizens will be eligible 
for Social Security benefits. 
The figures I read vary, but a 
good estimate is that on the 
third of each month 33 million 
people, one out of every seven 
A m ericans,

And the Social 
Security program puts it high

to being worried that the Trust 
Fund would soon be depleted; 
that instead it would prove to be

But 
as I checked the records I 
realized that at that time only 
$30.00 a year was being with­ 
held from my salary.

And then we come to the 
narrower issues which affect us 
personally. Elim inate or raise 
considerably

S e cu rity 
benefits 
Shouldn’t 
the adjustment of

P IE D R A S N E G R A S , Mexico 
— (N E A ) — Six years ago 
Texas rancher Fred Boerner 
was so crippled with arthritis 
that he could scarcely move for 
the pain. He visited a legion of 
physicians who administered a 
procession of 
popular treat­ 
ments, but his arm s and legs 
remained stiff as steel and the 
aches kept him sleepless at 
night. 
Then Boerner heard about 
a rth ritis sp ecialist S alvad o r 
Chavarria of Piedras Negras. 
Boerner heard he was pakt 
genius, part quack, but decided 
to give him a try. H e’s now 
delighted that he did. After 
three days with the Mexican 
practitioner Boerner’s pain was 
mostly diminished, and he has 
since lived a 
more or less 
normal life. 
R e ce n tly, 
F re d 
Bo ern er 
returned to this toasted border 
com m unity 
for 
“ booster” 
therapy from Dr. Chavarria. 
He thus joins thousands of other 
Americans who have become 
dependent on Chavarria for 
their medical well-being. Most 
would prefer being treated in 
the U.S., but they claim only 
C h a v a rria can provide the 
relief they seek. 
W hy? The precise reason is 
unknown, and Chavarria isn’t 
telling. But patients believe it’s 
because the Mexican doctor 
uses 
D im eth yl 
Sulfoxide 
(D M SO ) as the root of his 
medication. DMSO is illegal in 
the U.S., but not in Mexico. P a ­ 
tients insist that an injection of 
the substance “ unties the knots 
like magic fingers.” 
The patients also insist that 
DMSO should be available in 
America. They 
feel it is a 
cruelty for the U.S. government 
to deny people a drug that they 
know from personal experience 
is effective. They liken it to 
laetrile, the alleged anti-cancer 
drug also banned in most states 
north of the border; in both 
cases, they say, A m erican 
science is an ass. 
DMSO was not alw ays illegal 
in the States. Discovered in the 
1950s (it’s a relatively simple 
byproduct of paper manufac-

turing), the drug enjoyed fairly 
wide clinical use in the early 
1960s. Some researchers hailed 
it as a 
“ medical 
m iracle,” 
saying it had applications in the 
treatment of arthritis, stroke 
and even cancer. 
P a rt of the 
“ m iracle” of 
DM SO is its ability to race 
through the body at extraor­ 
dinary speed. E a rly research 
found that when DM SO was 
applied to any extremity, its 
taste (sim ilar to garlic) could 
immediately be sensed in the 
mouth. (This “ carrie r” aspect 
may explain why C havarria’s 
patients say they experience 
quick pain relief.) 
Despite its promise, DMSO 
came into disrepute in the mid- 
1960s. 
The F in d 
and 
Drug 
A d m in istrati 
determ ined 
that the drug 
ed glaucoma

(m assive 
amounts of it were adminis­ 
tered in the experiments), and 
soon after the substance was 
banned. Fo r humans anyway.

was 
practicing in the U S. at the 
time of the DMSO failure. He 
was an early believer in its 
properties, and refused to turn 
his 
back 
on 
its 
usefulness. 
Rather than battle the FD A , he 
moved to Mexico where U.S. 
strictures do not apply. He set 
up a clinic and began handling 
a mostly Am erican case loach 
Because 
of 
C h a v a r ria ’s 
determination to use a dis­ 
credited drug, he was at the 
time publicized as a quack. And 
to be sure, his practice did have 
a crudeness about it. Patients 
say he gave his shots before he 
held his examinations; during 


Fred Boerner’s first visit, the 
doctor didn’t even test for blood 
pressure before injecting. 
Also, D r. C h a v e rria was 
reportedly lax in his diagnosis 
procedures. Frank Donaldson 
of nearby Eag le Pass, Tex., 
says he went to Chaverria for 
months thinking his trouble was 
routine arthritis. Eventually, 
Am erican X rays determined 
that Donaldson had a misfitting 
bone 
problem , 
requiring 
surgery rather than drug shots. 
But medical people on both 
sides of the Rio Grande now say 
Chaverria has cleaned up his 
act. He is one of 30 physicians in 
a modern clinic here, and he is 
praised by his colleagues as 
well as his patients. Dr. Luis 
Gonzales, administrator of the 
clinic, sayd Chaverria is “ a 
wonder” who “ does things the 
rest of us envy.”

Canal In Panama

With the question of a new 
canal still in the “ conjectural” 
stage, C a rte r said

Alaska pipeline and the es­ 
timated $12 billion for a natural 
gas pipeline 
Meantime, negotiations are 
under way with an increasingly 
restive Panam a to loosen US. 
control of the canal. 
Carter points out that in 1903- 
07, the United States worked out 
with Panam a an agreement to 
acquire control of the Panam a 
Canal Zone and 
the United 
States huilt the Canal 
The 
T re a ty 
said 
P a n a m a 
had 
sovereignty 
over 
the 
Canal 
Zone "and we had control over 
the Panam a Canal Zone as 
though we had sovereignty.” 
In effect, both the United 
States and Panam a had sove- 
rignty but Panam a had the 
legal sovereignty and U S. had 
control of its operation. 
Negotiations on a new treaty 
have spanned several 
years 
and Carter hopes for an accord 
this year which would permit 
the United States to operate the 
canal itself until the year 2000. 
After 2000, the United States 
wou|d maintain adequate au­ 
thority to protect and defend 
the canal with its arm ed forces.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
index 
of 
leading 
indicators 
dipped 0 6 per cent in June for 
the second consecutive monthly 
decline in the government’s 
barometer of future economic 
trends, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said today 
Except for the cold-weather 
induced 1.3 per cent decline in 
January, the June eclipse was 
the biggest since the recession 
ended two years ago 
T ightening of the money 
supply, which was the primary 
reason for the May decline of 
0.2 per cent, again contributed 
to slippage in the index But the 
Commerce 
Department 
said 
the prim ary dampening factor 
was the worker layoff rate. 
Unemployment rose to 7.1 per 
cent in June for the first in­ 
crease in the jobless rate since 
the C arter administration took 
office 
The index, which stood at 
129.4 in June from the 1967 base 
of 100, m easures 12 sectors of 
the economy whose performan­ 
ces, when compiled for pur­ 
poses of the index, are supposed 
to portend future activity of 
production and employment 
The Commerce Department 
said six of the 10 indicators 
available for June declined 
They were the layoff rate, 
money supply, 
new 
factory 
orders, capital spending or­ 
ders, seasitive wholesale prices 
and assets that can be quickly 
converted to cash 
The index has risen almost 
every month since February, 
1975, when it began signaling 
the end of the worst recession 
since World War II ended. 
The only downturns were 
caused by weather that forced 
tem p o rary 
layoffs 
of 
two 
million workers in January and 
strikes 
last 
September 
and 
October in the automobile and 
farm equipment industries 


COLUMBUS (UFI) — The 
Ohio Expenditure Council re ­ 
ported Thursday the number of 
full-tim e 
sta te 
and 
local 
governm ental em ployes in ­ 
creased by 25 per cent between 
October, 1966 and October, 1976. 
The council, an independent 
research agency, said the 
number of governmental em ­ 
ployes, excluding federal em ­ 
ployes, increased from 350,215 
in October, 1966, to 439,294 in 
October, 1976, an increase of 
89,079 
The number of full-time state 
employes increased from 68,730 
in October, 1966, to 99,431 in 
October, 1976, for an increase of 
30,701 or 45 per cent. 
Local government employe- 
ment increased from 218,485 in 
October, 
1966, to 339,863 in 
October, 1976. 
Total state payrolls increased 
by $76.7 million, while local 
government payrolls increased 
by $193.6 million in that time 
period. 
Average weekly earnings of 
governm ental em ployes in­ 
creased by $123 over the 10year 
period while employes in the 


private sector were getting 
raises totaling $91 a week. 
“ Ohio’s sta te 
and 
local 
government employes, with the 
exception of county govern­ 
ment personnel, now earn more 
per week on the average than 
employes in the private sec­ 
tor," the council said 
“Salaries 
and wages and 
fringe benefits constitute, by 
far, 
the 
larg est 
cost 
of 
operating g o v ern m en t," the 
council said. “In these times of 
rapidly increasing costs, both 
to governments and taxpayers,

No, rather, I am 
New Brush Fire Hits 
Southern California

A brush fire flamed through 
1,000 acres of Southern Cali­ 
fornia today, briefly putting to 
flight dozens of residents of 
Corona, even as homeowners in 
fire-devastated Santa Barbara 
got the bad news about their 
insurance.

The blaze doubled in 
size every 10 minutes for the 
first two hours, menacing a rich 
citrus area and the southern 
outskirts of Corona, where fire 
officials ordered 25 hom es 
evacuated for a period Thur­ 
sday afternoon. 
The fire destroyed at least 
one avocado grove and a barn 
and was still officially out of 
control today. 
It threatened no homes as it 
burned southwestward into a 
rugged canyon, battled by eight 
flying tan k ers, five w ater- 
dropping helicopters and 800 
firefighters, many rushed in 
from the Santa Barbara disas­ 
ter as soon as it was declared 
controlled Thursday. 
In Santa Barbara, officials 
tallied the destruction at 385 
buildings: 234 homes destroyed 
and 26 damaged, plus another 
125 structures — barns, stables, 
garages and others — damaged 
or destroyed. 
Mayor David Shiffman called 
it the city’s “worst natural 
disaster since the 1925 earth­ 
quake.” With at least two or 
three months of fire season still 
remaining, officials began wor­ 
rying about another danger — 
the floods and lethal mudslides 
that pour down fire<ienuded 
slopes when the winter rains 
come 
“We’ve had floods here after 
every m ajor fire in our history 
and a heavy rain could cause a 
worse catastrophe than 
the 
fire,” warned county Flood 
Control Officer Jim Stubchaer. 
Insurance industry spokes­ 
men said few homeowners had 
increased their fire insurance 
policies to keep pace with the

MIAMI (UPI) — Police have 
found the getaway car used by 
three men posing as power 
company repairm en to gain 
entry into a suburban home, 
execute six men and wound the 
other two occupants W ed­ 
nesday night. 
The car, a rented 1977 Ford 
Thunderbird, was found aban­ 
doned late Thursday afternoon 
in the parking lot of garment 
plant about 10 miles from the 
shooting scene. 
Police refused to say if the 
car, which had been rented by 
one of the victims, produced 
any leads to the killers involved 
in 
F lo rid a 's 
w orst 
m ass 
murder. 
Police disclosed the names of 
five of the victims, but refused 
to release the name of the sixth 
man slain, although that the 
victim has been identified. 
The five victims named in­ 
cluded Livingston Stocker, 33, 
owner of the neat, one-story 
concrete block house where the 
killings o ccu rred and who 
rentedthe car; Michael Miller, 
24; Henry Clayton, 35; John 
Holmes, 26; and Gilbert Wil­ 
liams, 37. 
Police said all of the dead but 
Clayton and Holmes lived in the 
house, as did one of the sur­ 
vivors, M argaret Wooden, 24, 
Stocker’s niece. 
The o th er survivor was 
Johnnie Hall, 45, who remained 
in serious condition with a 
bullet wound in the back of the 
head. Both he and Ms. Wooden, 
who was in good condition with 
a flesh wound behind the ear, 
were under police guard at 
their hospital rooms. 
The motive for the slayings 
remained a 
mystery. 
Some 
officers speculated it may have 
involved narcotics involved 
because one of the eight victims 
— they did not say who — had 
needle m arks on his arms. 
Others said robbery may have 
been the motive. 
Ms. Wooden told officers that 
the gunmen, who got into the 
house by pretending 
to be 
utility repairm en, demanded 
money and decided to kill their 
victims because there was none 
available. She said one of the 
dead also may have recognized 
the killers.

Thursday, a day after General 
Motors said it earned an any- 
quarter record $1.1 billion. 
Ford Motor Co. said its any-

profit was 20 per cent higher 
than a year ago. Chrysler Corp 
came in with earnings of $103.8 
million,

per 
cent 
largely because of a six-week 
truck assembly plant strike 
Ronald A. Glantz, a 
vice 
president for the Wall Street 
firm of Mitchell, Hutchins, Inc., 
and David Healy of Drexel 
Burnham Lambert, Inc., feel 
the automakers have reached 
the top of their recovery from 
the disastrous 1974-75 slump. 
‘The results are a 
little 
better than I had looked for,” 
Healy said. 
” GM especially 
was running pretty well full and 
they had a good product mix, so 
I think this is a good measure of 
their earning power. 
“ As a practical 
matter, 


they've pretty much reached 
their limit.” 
Disagreeing with that gloomy 
outlook is Arvid Jouppi. analyst 
for the firm of Colin Hochstin 
Co. Jouppi feels that while sales 
will slip from their high early 
year levels, profits will hold up 
Analysts attributed much of 
the strong earnings to demand 
for larger, more profitable cars 
and trucks which are selling at 
record levels.

Chrysler earnings of $1 72 a 
share came on record dollar 
sales of $4.4 billion compared to 
a $155.1 million profit ($2.58 a 
share) on sales of $4.1 billion a 
vear ago. This year’s profit 
included an extraordinary 
credit of $13.2 million for in­ 
come taxes compared with a 
$30 million credit last year. 
Ford said its profit came on 
record sales of $9.7 billion, up 22

$11 Billion Farm Bill 
Is Approved By House 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — An 
alliance of rural and city 
lawmakers spurred the House 
to overwhelming approval of an 
$11 billion bill carrying a free 
food stamp system for the 
needy and higher price sup­ 
ports for depressed farmers. 
With 
the 
threat 
of 
a 
presidential veto hanging over 
the measure, conferees pre­ 
pared to meet next week to 
compromise 
the 
House 
measure with a more costly 
Senate version passed in May. 
House 
Agriculture 
Com­ 
mittee 
chairm an 
Thomas 
Foley, DWash., called Thur­ 
sday’s product — approved 294 
to 114 — a “ very balanced bill” 
giving farm ers “ substantial 
improvements in agricultural 
programs along with action 
which makes food stamps more 
accessible to the truly needy.” 
Although the House raised 
1977 grain supports above the 
levels President Carter sought, 
there were indications Carter 
would sign the measure as long 
as the eventual compromise 
contained the House grain 
support levels for 1978 and 
future years instead of higher 
Senate figures. 
Carter still could find fault 
with the bill on another point, 
however: 
raw sugar prices. 
The House approved, 246 to 165, 
a new price support program to 
boost those prices from the 
current level of less than 11 
cents to 14 cents a pound. 
Rep. Raymond Lederer, D-

warned,

The summer was wet . To help 
harvest, my father hired a man 
by the name of Frank Haney 
who lived a mile away but only 
had a 
two-acre farm, 
and 
worked for the neighbors to 
help make a living, such as it 
was. There were several of 
these places of one to ten acres 
whose living was provided by 
working for the farmers. All 
were in great demand when the 
grain was cradled and hay 
mowed with a scythe, apples to 
be picked, rails for fences to be 
split, etc., but now with binders, 
mowers and horse rakes they 
were 
no 
longer 
in 
much 
demand. In a few years they 
disappeared altogether, the 
land was purchased by the 
adjoining farm ers and the 
buildings were allowed to 
decay. 
As the summer was wet, 
haymaking was a 
problem. 
There were only two hay 
loaders in the district and they 
were heavy and clumsy. It took 
four horses to pull the wagon 
and loader. 
Neighbor Makes Loan 
My father had one field of hay 
to 
make 
yet 
and 
Webster 
Brinker, the next neighbor, 


offered to bring his loader and 
one horse (my father only had 
three horses) and make the hay 
in one day. So the field was cut 
down and raked up in long 
windrows. It rained before the 
last load was finished and that 
piece of windrow lay there for a 
week. It was thought not fit to 
put in the barn and was dumped 
in the pasture field where the 
cows, strange to say, ate it all 
up—mold and all—and looked 
for more. My father never 
bought a hayloader although 
every year an agent tried to sell 
him one. 
My father began to have 
trouble with the sheep, also due 
to the wet weather. If they stood 
too long on wet ground they 
were apt to get “ foot rot” and if 
not tended to carefully would 
get “ hots,” caused by a certain 
fly. It would lay eggs around 
the eyes and nose. To prevent 
this the sheep were tarred on 
the face and rear My grand­ 
father had always tended the 
sheep My father must have 
been careless for he began to 
have both troubles with the 
sheep. He decided to sell them 
and buy a couple more cows 
and sell milk Wool was very 
low in price at 12-15 cents per 
pound. The sheep had to be 
thoroughly washed before the 
wool was shorn 
I remember 
that a neighbor, Dave Peppel, 
sheared the most, as he was 
very skillful at it. A wooden 
platform of one inch board, 
about six feet square, 
was 
placed on two sawhorses 
A 
sheep was caught and deftly 
placed on its side on the plat 
form and shorn with a pair of 


sheep 
shears. 
This 
wooden 
platform was used year after 
vear and was as smooth as 
glass. The sheep shears or 
clippers were used by 
the 
women to trim the yard grass, 
if they wanted to have a closely 
clipped lawn. 
Sm all Farm Lawns 
Every farm home had its 
yard or lawn with two or three 
pine or apple trees enclosed by 
a picket fence 
It was not 
large—about ten feet from the 
house in the front and sides, and 
larger behind the house where 


there might be rose bushes and 
peonies. 
Sm all children were not 
allowed to play on the ground 
anywhere else 
for 
fear 
of 
worms, which were common 
and an infestation extremely 
hard to get rid of We never had 
them. 
Father now began to sell 
milk*. It was picked up at the 
end of the lane by the milkman 
in a two horse wagon The cans 
were ten gallons and taken 
there in a specially constructed 
wheelbarrow

Hormone production problem

LAMB - My 
daughter. 39, and mother of 
three 
ch ildre n 
developed 
Cushing's 
syndrom e 
She 
grew facial hair, developed a 
moon face, heavy body fat. 
dry flaky skin She recently 
had surgery and the doctors 
removed both of her adrenal 
glands f am told she w ill have 
to take cortisone orally 
Will the symptoms of facial 
hair, moon face and obesity 
disappear0 We were told by 
her doctors that without sur­ 
gery she would have lived one 
y e a r 
W hat causes th is 
problem 0 
D EAR R EAD ER - The 
picture you have described is 
caused by an over production 
of hormones from the adrenal 
cortex, the outer shell of the 
adrenal gland that produces 
cortisone 
Surgery is commonly used 
in treatm ent of such patients 
If both adrenal glands are 
removed entirely the patient 
does have to take cortisone 
the rest of his or her life It is 
replacement therapy since the 
normal source of cortisone 
has been removed 
The obesity should reverse 
itself and the fat pads over the 
upper face that cause the 
moon face appearance should 
disappear, as well as the ex­ 
cess hair growth and other 
signs of Cushing's syndrome 
The outlook depends a lot on 
what the real cause for the 
over production of adrenal 
cortical hormones was. 
This is a rare disease but it 
points up the role that hor­ 
mones have on obesity The 
c h a ra c te ris tic 
obesity 
of 
Cushing’s syndrome involves 
the trunk of the body and face 
while it spares the arms and 
legs The legs may be quite 
skinny while the abdomen 
may become quite large The 
hormones influence the areas 
involved in the obesity

Baker’s cyst is just the nor­ 
mal fluid in the knee joint that 
has escaped and become en­ 
capsulated in a sac-like struc­ 
ture of tissue They are com- 
mmonly painless, unless there 
is associated disease in the 
knee joint 
Your story suggests to me 
that you may have more than 
ju s t a B a k e r’s cyst and 
probably have some disease of 
your knee joint to begin with 
In any case I think you should 
insist on an evaluation by an 
orthopedic specialist. If it is 
something he can help you 
with he w ill tell you and also 
what the risks might be 
Readers who want inform a­ 
tion about arthritis can send 
50 cents for The Health Letter 
number 4-10, Osteroarthritis:

Ohio House and Senate confer­ 
ence committee reached agree­ 
ment early today and sent to 
both chambers a 400-page 
budget “ language” bill telling 
state agencies how to allocate 
state funds, including $2.5 
billion in state aid to primary 
and secondary education. 
The six-member conference 
committee worked for two and 
one-half hours late Thursday, 
favorably reporting the com­ 
promise bill to each chamber 
on a 5-to-l vote shortly after 
midnight. 
Concurrence in the language 
bill — the second and most 
important half of the'legis­ 
lature’s work on the biennial 
budget — was expected later 
today. 
The most critical work of the 
conference committee was on 
the school foundation formula 
dividing the $2,585,400,000 ap­ 
propriation through June 1979 
among each of the state’s 617 
school districts 
The committee voted to give 
urban school districts with a 
high 
percentage of pupils 
receiving aid to dependent 
children 
(ADC) benefits an 
extra $9.5 million and to set a 
lower limit of 20 mills by 1979 on 
the amount of local property 
taxes that are required for a 
school district to receive basic 
state aid. 
Because of provisions in 
legislation enacted last year 
rolling back unvoted property 
tax increases due to inflated 
property values, some rural 
districts 
with 
low 
property 
valuation and 
low 
property 
taxes were in danger of further 
reducing taxes because of the 
automatic tax roll back provi­ 
sions now in state law. 
Urban school districts would 
benefit more from the rewritten 
school foundation formula than 
rural districts because of 
sections in the bill giving more 
state aid to districts with a high 
percentage of welfare 
reci 
pients 
The “ language” bill called 
for $64 5 million already appro­ 
priated to be divided according 
to a 
“ Disadvantaged 
Pupil 
Impacted Allowance” based on 
the number 
of 
pupils 
who 
receive ADC benefits 
The higher the percentage of 
ADC recipients, the more 
money a school district would 
receive on a sliding scale of 
$7 50 per pupil to $80 50 per 
pupil 
The compromise reached by 
the committee cut 
a 
$15.3 
million increase voted by the 
House to $9.5 million 
The basic state aid of $1.53 
billion and categorical aid of 
$988 9 million over the next two 
years was left unchanged by 
the conference committee. 
In addition to the school 
foundation formula, the com­ 
promise bill, which was the last 
unresolved obstacle standing in 
the* way of summer adjourn­ 
ment today.

Unaware Of Peril, Official Says 
Gulf, East Coast Residents 
Warned Of Hurricane's Fury 


JE K Y L L ISLAND, G a. (UPI) 
The director of the National 
H urricane C enter 
says 
35.6 
m illion A m ericans live on the 
E ast C oast and the Gulf of 
M exico and few of them have 
any concept of the "fury of a big 
h u rrican e .” 
And as a result, according to 
D r. Neil F rank, the death toll 
from such a storm could be 
enorm ous. 
F ra n k 
told a 
g o v e rn o r’s 
conference on hurricane p re­ 
paredness T hursday that m any 
people think they know how bad 
a hurricane can be, and resist 
evacuation. He said 28.3 million 
coastal residents have not even 
experienced the “g rade 2” type 
of hurricane — D ora 
that hit 
G eorgia in 1964 
H e said C am ille in 1969 and 
an unnam ed storm that killed 
400 F loridians in 1935 w ere the 
only 
"g rad e 5” storm s this 
century. "We don’t have any 
problem in M ississippi” con­ 
vincing survivors of C am ille to 
ev acu ate when any w arning is 
issued, he said 


"T he people who live here 
today, 
all 
the 
way 
up 
to 
S avannah, w ere on the fringes 
of 
Dora and 
they’ve 
never 
experienced the fury of a big 
h u rrican e ,” he told a gover­ 
no r’s conference on hurricane 
preparedness T hursday. “You 
have a rich history of hurricane 
e x p e rie n c e on the G eo rg ia 
coast, if you go back to the 
1800s. 
"If w e ignore this history, we 
a re condem ned to repeat it
